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LOCAL GOVERNMENT (SCOTLAND) ACT IN 
RELATION TO HOSPITAL SERVICES. 


By the Local Government (Scotland) Act parish councils, 
district boards of control, district committees, and educa- 
tion authorities are abolished and their functions trans- 
ferred to the county councils and town councils of the 
larger burghs (over 20,000 population). Property, includ- 
ing hospitals, belonging to the abolished bodies is aiso 
transferred. Section 14 of the Act requires each town 
council and county council, on or before March 3ist, 1930, 
to prepare and ‘submit to the Secretary of State for 
Scotland, for his approval, 


council, 
State so requires shall, provide for ‘the appointment of 
committees for the purposes of any functions. Further, 
a scheme may provide that any assistance (defined for 


this purpose as the maintenance and treatment of sick | 
persons) which might be provided, either by way of poor | 


relief or any enactments other than the Poor Law Acts, 
shall he provided exclusively under the enactments other 
than the Poor Law Acts and not by way of poor relief. 

It is thus possible for a council to transfer the treatment 
of considerable sections of persons who at present are 
treated under the Poor Law to other treatment schemes 
unrelated to the Poor Law—for example, maternity and 
child welfare, examination and treatment of school 
children—in connexion with which the councils have powers 
to make institutional provision. The extent to which 
councils will avail themselves of this power is at present 
a matter of surmise, but it may be assumed that the 
tendency will be in the direction indicated in the section, 
and that such influente as the central department may 
possess will also be exercised in that direction. Possi- 
bilities of much wider development, however, are indicated 
in Section 27, by the terms of which it becomes lawful 
for county councils and town councils to provide, furnish, 
and maintain hospitals for the accommodation of sick 
persons residing within their area, and for this purpose 


may utilize any buildings belonging to them, or may build 


new hospitals, or may contract with the managers of any 
This power becomes operative only through 
a scheme or schemes which must be submitted for the 
approval of the Department of Healih, and a scheme 
under this section may be one of three types—namely : 

(a) A scheme for the reorganization of the hospital facilities 
at the disposal of the council with a view to the provision 
of treatment for sick persons residing within their area; 

(») A scheme for the extension of such facilities; and 

(c) A joint scheme of two or more councils whereby one of 


the councils may provide hospilal facilities for the sick persons 
residing within the area of the other councils. 


Before giving approval to a scheme under (@) the depart- 


‘ment shall have regard to any other facilities for treatment, 


a scheme of. administrative | 
arrangements for discharging the various functions of the ° 
and any scheme may, and if the Secretary of ° 


approving a scheme under (b) or (¢) the department shall 
satisfy themselves by inquiry that hospital accommodation 
provided by voluntary hospitals or other institutions is not 
reasonably adequate for the nceds of the inhabitants of the 
area, and that the council have taken reasonable steps to 
seek and to continue to secure full co-operation with every 
voluntary hospital, university, or medical school within 
or serving the area of the council. 

Councils are not required expressly to publish their 
schemes before submitting them for approval or to consult 
with any specified body or committee, though they must, 
obviously, before embarking upon any scheme of extension, 
enter into communication by some means with the volun- 
tary hospitals, the universities, and the medical schools. 
Similarly there is no obligation upon the department to 
consult; but there is the general requirement that they 
shall satisfy themselves by inquiry, etc. It is probable 
that a formal public inquiry is not intended, but it can 
hardly be doubted that the department and ‘the councils 
will be ready to. receive and consider suggestions and 
criticisms put forward from any authoritative source, and 
already machinery is being devised for presenting such 
authoritative opinion. 

Since the publication of the Report on the Hospitals 
Services of Scotland, issued by the Departmental Com- 
mittee of the Board of Health ~in 1826, which grouped 
Scottish hospitals into five regions centred on the four 
university towns and Inverness, it has been generally 
recognized that the development of hospital facilities in 
Scotland should be related to the needs of those regions, 
and indication has been given that the policy of the 
Department of Health favours development of hospital 
provision under the Act along regional lines. Recognizing 
this tendency; and in furtherance of the policy of co-opera- 
tion commended, in the above report, the British Hospitals 
Association, in 1928, established Regional Committees of 
the Voluntary Hospitals in each of the five regions, to 
explore the needs of their areas and consider the possi- 
bility of co-operation among the voluntary hospitals them- 
selves, and also of co-operation between the voluntary 
hospitaly and the statutory authorities. A central 
Liaison Committee was also appointed to form a_ link 
between the Regional Committees and the Board of Health. 
In March of this year this Liaison Committee was given 
official status by a minute, issued by the Secretary of State 
for Scotland, appointing a committee of eight members, 
presided over by the Hon. Lord Mackenzie, ‘‘ to act in 
liaison between the Department of Health and the Regional 
Committees of Voluntary Hospitals in Scotland, to assist in 
keeping the department in touch with voluntaty hospital 
opinion and the development of hospital services in Scot- 
land, and to foster co-operation between the voluntary 
hospitals and the local authorities in each region.’’ 

The Scottish Committee of the British Medical Association 
being of opinion that in this matter of hospital provision 
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there is a professional view which is entitled to be con- 
sidered, decided to set up Regional Professional Com- 
mittees and a Central Professional Committee corre- 
sponding to the committees above-mentioned, and for this 
purpose has convened meetings of the Branch Councils 
concerned and the staffs of voluntary hospitals in four 
of the five regions. At each of these meetings it was 
unanimously resolved to set up Representative Professional 
Committees, and steps are being taken to elect them. It 
will be a function of those committees, when elected, to 
get into touch with the Regional Committees of the hos- 
pitals, local authorities, and the Department of Health, and 
to discuss with them and to represent to them the pre- 
fessional view on any schemes which may be proposed for 
the development and extension of hospital provisien in 
the regions.

Contract Practice in New Zealand. 

It appears from letters which have reached the Head 
Office of the Association in London that the Wellington 
United Friendly Societies’ Medical Institute is making 
special efforts to obtain doctors from this country to go 
out to New Zealand to take up appointments under its 
aegis. The institute pays its doctors a salary and permits 
them to do private practice as well. The rates charged by 
the institute to its members are far below the contract 
rates approved by the profession in New Zealaud. From 
this it is obvious that doctors taking these appointments 
are hitting their colleagues in two ways: they are doing 
contract work at a much cheaper rate than the Ica! 
doctors will accept, and, subsidized by their salary. they 
are able to compete with them in private practice on much 
more favourable terms. This fight in New Zealand is not 
unlike that which the British Medical Association bas 
been waging for many years and with great siecess in 
the mining areas of South Wales. Members of the pro- 
fession who value the co-operation of their colleagues and 
have a proper regard for the status of their profession are 
strongly advised to give these appointments a wide berth. 
As will be seen, they appear on the list headed Important 
Notices in our advertising columns. It should not be 
overlooked that there are plenty of competent doctors in 
New Zealand who would accept these posts if they met 
with the general approval of the profession. °

The Annual Report of Council was considered, and ail the recom- 
mendations therein were approved. 

Dr. Stevens referred to the new regulations with regard to 
dangerous drugs, and pointed out that they caused considerable 
inconvenience and dissatisfaction. The matter was referred to 
the Executive to consider and report to the next Division meeting. 

The Secretary read letters from the Scottish Committee referring 
to («) the Local Government (Scotland) Act, and (7) minimum 
salaries for public health appointments. : 

A letter from Dr. Cox with reference to approaching candidates 


for parliamentary election was also read. It was agreed that the 


secretary should write to the candidates in the area of the Division 
in terms of the letter suggested by headquarters, and enclose a 
copy of the memorandum referred to therein. ’ 

Mr. Davin Legs gave the interim report of the subcommittee on 
the Local Government (Scotland) Act. 

The Division agreed to the principle of having a committee 
formed, representative of all sections of the profession in Edin- 
burgh, to watch procedure carried through locally by the health 
authority, but decided to leave its actual composition until after 
the special meeting called by the Scottish Committee to consider 
the appointment of a Regional Professional Commiitee. It was 
agreed that Mr. Struthers and Dr. Thin should be asked to approach 
informally the ine gree and members of Council of the Royal 
Colleges in Edinburgh, and communicate the views of the Division. . 

The Graduands Reception Subcommittee was reappointed, with 
the addition of Dr. Tait, with powers to carry out the necessary 
arrangements, 


Fire Brancn. 
Tue last clinical meeting of the session of the Fife Branch was, 
held in the Maternity Home, Kirkealdy, on May 9th, when Dr. 
J. F. Firemine, president, was in the chair. 

Dr. D. Ettior Dickson, in a paper on the effect of underground 
work on miners, pointed out that from the Registrar-General’s 
returns the death rate in coal-miners up to the age of 55 was well 
below that of all other occupied males; after that age it was 
much higher, and no satisfactory explanation of that anomaly had 
ever been adduced. He described the results of a careful investi- 
gation with his brother, Dr. Arnott Dickson, into the condition of 
the cireulatory apparatus in 500 healthy miners. The chief result 
of that inquiry was the discovery of an extraordinary prevalence 
of thickening of the palpable arteries (no fewer than out of 
the 500 having radial arteries which were distinctly thickened), 
combined with a normal or low blood pressure. Photomicrographs 
of sections of such arteries, obtained from cases of fatal accidents, 
were shown on the screen; these proved the thickening to be con- 
fined to the intima, a condition which, according to the speaker, 
had not hitherto been described, After discussing the causes of 
arterio-sclerosis and its relation to blood pressure, Dr. Dickson 
included his cases in Clifford Allbutt’s toxie group, the charac- 
teristics of which were thickened arteries with a normal or low 
blood pressure. In searching for a toxic cause he had investi- 
gated various factors, such as the amount of meat eaten daily, 
tobacco consumed, and alcohol absorbed. None of these proved of 
significance in explaining the conditions described. It was only 
when the cases were tabulated in relation to the length of time 
worked in the mines that a possible cause was suggested, and he 
showed tables which apparently proved that the amount of arterial 
thickening was almost in direct proportion to the number of years 
worked underground. The interesting suggestion was made that 
the proportionately very large percentage of CO, in air under- 
ground (due to the onidetion of wood and coal), being one of the 
tew known faciors constant to all the cases, might have a deter- 
mining influence in the causation of the arterial thickening. In 
any ease, the speaker was of opinion that this arterio-sclerosis, with 
its subsequent results in general nutrition, accounted for the 
increased mortality of coal-miners after the age of 55. 

The Cuarman proposed a cordial vote of thanks to Dr. Dickson 
for his paper, and emphasized the value of such work, not only 
because of iis scientific interest, but also as an example of how, a 
certain amount of research work might be performed by the 
general practitioner. 


Merroponitan Counties Brancu: Souru-West Essex Drvtsron. 
Ay enjoyable meeting was held at Claybury Mental Hospital on 
May I4th. Dr. Barnam, medical superintendent, first conducted 
members round the new hospital for less acute cases, to which 
the test for admission was whether the patient was fully conscious 
of his surroundings. If not, treatment in a ward for acute cases 
did no harm. Tea was then served. 

Dr. K. H. Douglas was appointed representative and Dr. 
Margaret Robertson deputy representative in the Representative 
Body. Dr. Pantrnc introduced the Annual Report of Couneil, 
dealing particularly with the ophthalmic service, Poor Law reform, 
and encroachments on the sphere of private practice by the 
activities of local authorities and hospitals. Discussion centred 
mainly on the last, No motion or amendment was brought 
forward, 

A discussion followed on how best to arouse the interest of 
members of the Division in British Medical Association matters. 
Tt was felt that in fuiure a date ought to be set apart for the 
discussion of the Annual Report of Council alone. 

The secretary was instructed to send the thanks of the Division 
to Drs.

Dr. Baruam subsequently exhibited an interesting series of cases, 
particular attention being drawn to certain patients showing 
organie lesions associated with psychoses. Dr. MarsH demon- 
strated recent work on the depression of the respivatory centre in 
mental cases. Dr. Ramsay showed a case of stupor associated 
with endocrine disturbance. :

(1); direct representatives from the Division (4)—the chairman, 
the honorary secretary, and two others. On the motion of Dr, 
MacponaLp, seconded by Dr. HuGues, the meeting unanimously 
confirmed the constitution of the Liaison Subcommittee, and it was 
agreed to leave the appointment of the four direct representatives 
of the Division to the Executive Committee. 

The Honorary Secretary reported that after consultation with 
the headmaster of St. Peter’s School, it had been decided by the 


Executive Committee that the British Medica] Associaiion Science 


Prize for St. Peter’s School should be in the form of a medal, and 
that Dr. McNaught and himself had been appointed as a sub- 
committee to complete arrangements. The first medal would be 
ready for presentation at the annual prizegiving at the school this 
year. The honorary secretary also stated that the Executive Com- 
mittee had appointed the chairman and secretary of the Division 
for the time being trustees for the Fund, which had been invested 
with Barclays Bank Limited. 

The report of the honorary secretary for 1928, which had already 
been circulated to members and passed by the Executive Com- 
mitiee, was, on the motion of Dr. Reynoitps, seconded by Dr.

He mentioned that both he and Dr. Lyth had 
already interviewed the chairman of the Health Commiitee, who 
had suggested that the town clerk should be asked to invite repre- 
sentatives of the medical profession to a conference on the matter. 
Dr. Macdonald proposed that the honorary secretary should forth- 
with write to the town clerk on these lines. tnd that he should 
inform him of the formation of the Medical Liaison Suleommittee, 
which would be a suitable body to appoint representatives of the 
whele profession locally.

MEDICAL EDUCATION AND REGISTRATION. 


SUMMER SESSION, 1929. 


(Concluded from page 226.) 
The Pharmacopoeia Commission. 

Doxnarp MacAuister brought forward the report of 
the Pharmacopoeia Committee, which embodied a report 
from the Pharmacopoeia Commission. It was stated that 
the Commission was at present meeting weekly, and up to 
date had held thirteen meetings. It had drawn up lists of 
suggested omissions from and additions to the Pharma- 
copoeia, Which would be circulated to various bodies for 
criticism. It had set up panels of reference on various 
subjects, and was hoping to get in touch with the Pharma- 
ceutical Society on the subject of the Codex, a new edition 
of which was being considered, and which it was hoped 
would be truly supplementary to the Pharmacopoeia, and 
contain an authoritative description of drugs and prepara- 
tions which either had never been or had ceased to be 
in the Pharmacopocia. The report added: 

“The subject which at the moment is giving the Commission 
the greatest concern is that dealing with pharmaceutical work 
which will require to be done. Statements made in the mono- 
graphs of drugs to be retained in the Pharmacopocia will require 
careful revision; in writing monographs of new drugs many staie- 
ments about them will require verification before they ean be 
accepted. The Commission haye not yet before them information 
as to laboratories, outside those connected with trade, where such 
work could be done; and to be of any value the work must be 
done carefully, within a definite space of time, and with due 
regard to economy. The Commission will, as soon as possible, put 
forward the plan which in the circumstances seems to it bes$ to 
fulfil these requirements.”’ 


It was added that Dr. Hampshire, the secretary to the 
Commission, does not officially take up his duties until 
Jme, and Dr, Hamill has been acting as secretary and 
affording invaluable assistance. 

On the motion of Dr. Dare a resolution was agreed to 
stating with what satisfaction the Council had noted that 
the Pharmacopoeia Commission had taken up its duties and 
had already made progress in the preparation of the draft 
of the new Pharmacopoeia, 


Other Reports. 

The report of the Public Health Committee, introduced 
by Sir Joun Moore, stated what examinations had been 
visited, and dealt with a number of exceptional cases and 
inquiries from universities, 

Sir Hotsurt WartneG, in presenting the report of the 
Finance Committee, mentioned that for the first time since 
1911 the Council showed a deficit (£1,285). This was due 
to the payment of arrears of four years’ income tax, 
together with the costs of the unsuccessful appeal. The 
financial position of the Council, however, was thoroughly 
sound, 

Dental Business. 

The Council agreed to a slight amendment of standing 
orders to make for more effective working as between itself 
and the Dental Board in dealing with penal cases. 

The Council erased from the Dentists Register the name of 
Harry Patrick Jones, registered as of Aberford Road, Woodlesford, 
Yorks, * Dentist, 1921.”” Mr. Jones, at the May session of the 
Council, 1928, appeared to answer a finding by the Dental Board 
that he had canvassed for the ang of procuring patients, and 
he was put on = by the Council for twelve months. In 
the meantime, however, in March, 1929, he was convicted at 

s assizes of fraudulent conversion of a cheque and also of 
bigamy, and was sentenced to six months’ imprisonment in the 
second division on each indictment, the sentences to run con- 
currently.

Cases. 
Alleged Canvassing for Patients, 

The Council next considered the case of Jacob Lenien, registered 
as of Station Road, Hadfield, Manchester, who was summoned 
on the charge that he had canvassed for the procuring of patients, 
in particular two persons who were named, panel patients of the 
late Dr. A. P. Walker, for whom he had acted as focumtenent. 
The complainants were Mrs. Walker and Dr. J. W. Struthers, 
who were represented by Mr. E. Kingdon, counsel. Dr. Lenten 
was accompanied by Mr. Lustgarten, counsel. 

Mr. Kingdon, in outlining the complaint, stated that on Novem- 
ber 7th last Dr. Lenten began to act as locumtenent to Dr. Walker, 
and on the 23rd of the same month Dr. Walker died. The 
respondent continued to carry on the practice at ihe request of 
the widow until, shortly afterwards, it was sold to Dr. Struthers. 
On December 12th Dr. Lenten was informed of the sale by Mrs. 
Walker’s solicitors, and was asked to introduce Dr. Struthers 
to the patients. This he refused to do, and on leaving the 
practice he left’ behind him, with one exception, no record of 
forward appointments. A statutory declaration by one John 
Robinson, who could not atiend owing to illness, was put in, 
stating that Dr. wenten, who had been attending him for five 


-weeks, visited him on December 15th, told him he was starting 


in practice for himself in Station Road, Hadfield, and invited him 
to transfer te his list. The other witness, who did appear, James 


Henry Taylor, who had been coachman in Dr. Walker’s service, . 


testified that on December 15th Dr. Lenten teld him it would be 
his last visit, and that if he wanted to “go on with him” he 


must bring his card to Station Road, where he was starting the - 


following week. His reply was that “‘ it would be as well to lek 
people please themselves.” 


Mackintosh, 


Newman, Mr. Sheen, Sir J. Verrall, Sir L... 
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‘Dr. Struthers said that he agreed to take on Dr. Walker's 
practice as from January Ist of this year. On December 16th 
he went to the surgery io look at the list of patients, but found 
no visits marked forward except one, the case of a moribund 
old lady. He called on twelve patients whose names he took 
from Dr. Walker’s records, and, with two or three exceptions, was 
told that Dr. Lenten was the doctor in attendance. Dr. Struthers 
also produced a large number of insurance cards showing transfers 
from Dr. Walker’s list to Dr. Lenten’s. On October Ist Dr. 
Walker had 965 insured persons on his list for. the Derbyshire 
area and 232 for the Cheshire area. Of these, about 250 in the 
Derbyshire area and 100 in the Cheshire area had been transferred 
to Dr. Lenten. 

Dr. Lenten, giving evidence on his own behalf, said that he was 
25 years of age and had qualified in 1926. On the death of Dr. 
Walker it was suggested that he should buy the practice, and he 
agreed to do so on a year’s purchase. Then it was mentioned to 
him thai Mrs. Walker desired to sell the house with the practice, 
and while he was not prepared to buy the house at that moment, 
he suggested a fair rental for a certain period. It was agreed that 
before Mrs. Walker sold the practice to anyone else he should 
have the opportunity of refusal. He was then informed that Dr. 
Struthers had purchased the practice. He never met Dr. Struthers. 
When he found the practice had been sold he looked out for a 
house in Hadfield, and found one of which he took possession five 
days later. He denied strongly that he ‘had asked the witness 
Taylor, or anyone, to transfer to him. 

Asked by the Legal Assessor the reason for the large number 
of transfers, he said that some of these people knew him, and 
had been treated by him when he was acting for Dr. Walker, and 
the remainder were friends and relations of the others. He had 
done nothing himself to get them transferred. 


Dr. Brackenbury: Why did* the respondent settle down in 
Hadfield where he had been acting as locumtenent? 

Respondent: I had been looking for a practice and had to 
settle somewhere. JI thought Hadfield a likely spot. 

Dr. Brackenbury : Was it your opinion that there was room for 
another doctor there? 

Respondent: Yes. It was not done with the object of securing 
patients in Dr. Walker’s practice, though when patients came to 
me I did not refuse them. 

Dr. Brackenbury : But you did not setile down there in the hope 


of that. 

The President : Well, hope springs eternal. (Laughter.) 

Dr. Bone inquired whether any notice was sent from the clerk 
of the Insurance Committee to the persons on the late Dr. 
Walker’s list. Dr. Lenten replied that a notice was sent that 
the practice had been transferred to Dr. Struthers, and the 
patients were given one month in which to change if ihey wished 
to do so. Dr. Bone thought the dates were rather material. 
The Legal Assessor said that most of the transfers appeared to 
be dated before December 3lst. 
Derbyshire Insurance Committee to Dr. Struthers was read, in 
which it was stated that after the usual notice had been sent to 
the patients on the list the automatic transfer would take place on 
January 27th. A letter received by Dr. Lenten from the clerk 
was also read, stating “‘the cards seit in by you stand in 
abeyance for fourteen days.’’ Dr. Lenten said that the patients 
brought the cards to him voluntarily and he sent them in. 

Mr. Lustgarten, on behalf of Dr. Lenten, commented on the 
absence of witnesses. Various persons had been mentioned, but 
only one was produced. It was a singular thing that although it 
was suggested that Dr. Lenten canvassed some 350 persons, only 
one, and he a former coachman of Dr. Walker's, who had been 
‘hanging about ’’ the house for years, should have been forti- 
coming. The point was that these insured persons had the choice 
of keeping on with a doctor whom they had known, even if only 
for six weeks, or of being transferred to another medical man 
whom they had never seen. An examination of the cards showed 
that the bulk of the transfers did not take place until January, 
by which time Dr, Struthers was in full possession of the practice. 

Mr. Kingdon, for the complainants, spoke of the difficulty of 
getting witnesses to come from as far as Manchester. He urged 
that this was not merely a case of canvassing, but of canvassing 
by one who was in a position of trusi, which was a matter of 
the utmost gravity. It had been pleaded that Dr. Lenten was a 
young man, but so was Dr. Struthers, who suffered by this 
circumstance. 

The decision of the Council, announced by the Presipent, was 
that, after careful consideration, the facts alleged against Dr. 
Lenten in the Notice of Inquiry had been found not to have been 
proved to its satisfaction, and this closed the case. 


A case postponed from the May session of 1928 was considered 
—namely, that of Reginald Francis Edmund Austin, registered 
as of Wimpole Strect, against whom the complaint had been 
found proved that he had sought to attract to himself patients 
and to promote his own professional advantage by means of an 
article upon appendicitis published in a certain magazine (sce 
Supplement, June Ith, 1928, p. 245).

Tue final session of the second Dental Board was held on Ma: 
Sth and 10th, with the Right Hon. Sir Francis Acland, Be, 
in the chair. 
The Shortage of Dental Students. 

The Chairman in his address recounted the assistance which 
the Board had given to students and to schools. The annual 
entry to the schools was still only about 250. If the Pegistep 
was to be maintained at its present level (14,600) with this 
limited annual entry, the average practising life of a dentist 
must be extended to over 70 years, which, of course, was 
impossible. An annual entry of well over 500 was needed, 
Turning to dental health work. he declared that precept was 
outrunning practice. People were clearly told and clearly 
understood what they ought to do as regards their own and 
their children’s teeth, but those who could not afford to seeure 
proper treatment for themselves and their children at their own 
expense, and especially those who lived in the villages and eould 
not spare time for visits to the town and for waiting for 
treatment at a central hospital, could not carry out the advice 
proffered. Thanks to the education authorities, the school 
period was made an island of fairly good, or quite good, treat- 
ment. That being so, it was the more regrettable that the 
surrounding periods should present such vast seas of non 
treatment or neglect. The Chairman was disinclined to enter 
upon the subject of the funds available to approved societies 
for additional benefits, but he believed that any scheme, how- 
ever much it might be assisted by additional insurance facilities, 
would be very much better if it could be worked out and got 
under way by the dentists themselves. 


Discipline. 

The Board considered a number of disciplinary cases, most 
of which related to canvassing, and put certain of the respon- 
dents on probation. It was agreed to forward the following 
to the General Medical Council for its sanction as an addition 
to the Warning Notice : 

‘“ Any dentist who attends patients that have been directed to, 
or procured for, him or his employers by an approved society 
or anyone associated with the approved society, on proof of the 
facts will render himself liable to have his name erased from the 
Register.” 

Cfrants for Research. 

The Medical Research Council and the Department of Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research have been asked to submit for the 
guidance of the new Board, which meets in November, a 
résumé of the investigations undertaken on the Board’s behalf, 
the results or deductions arrived at, and, where possible, some 
indication of expected developments. The Research Committee 
believes the grants to have been justified, and hopes they 
may be continued. Under the Medical Research Council in- 
vestigations are proceeding into the structure, composition, and 
physiology of normal teeth, the factors influencing dental 
structure, dental caries, and other pathological conditions, as 
well as anthropometric and_ statistical investigations. The 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research is conducting 
researches on dental amalgams.

LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 
A meeTING of the London Insurance Committee 
May 23rd. 

A report on the Chemists’ Fund and the Practitioners’ Drug Fund 
for 1928 was presented. The total payments to chemists during 
the year amounted to £290,215, and to practitioners in respect 
of drugs and prescribed appliances to £1,594. 

The committee at a previous meeting decided to censure three 
practitioners, one of them severely, for failure to furnish forms 
of medical record in respect of insured persons who had beet 
removed from their respective lists, and asked the Minister to 
withhold a portion of the money payable to the committee m 
respect of medical benefit with a view to a corresponding 
deduction from the practitioners’ remuneration. It was 0W 
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that the Minister had decided to withhold £5 from each 
of two of the practitioners; the third had died in the meantime. 
In another case in which the committee found that there had been 
failure to comply with the terms of service the sum of £10 was 
withhe’ 


NORFOLK LOCAL MEDICAL AND PANEL COMMITTEE. 
Ar the April meeting of the Norfolk Local Medical and Panel 
Committee, with Dr. B. D. Z. Wricur im the chair, the question 
arose whether it was legal for the representative of the Ministry 
of Health to be present at an investigation by the Panel Com- 
mittee in cases of alleged excessive prescribing. The deputy clerk 
of the Norfolk Insurance Committee, in reply to a request for his 
opinion, stated that if no objection was raised the Panel Com- 
mittee could allow the presence of the Ministry’s representative. 

After a discussion of certain difficulties which had arisen in 
connexion with the mileage scheme, and having listencd to the 
explanation of the deputy clerk of the Insurance Committee, the 
committee expressed its satisfaction with the present scheme, 
which it considered to be an accurate method of computation. 

The committee agreed to rescind a previous resolution ten years 
old relating to the payment of travelling expenses of its members, 
and to pay part travelling expenses as reckoned. by the distance 
one way by road from the doctor’s residence to the Norwich 
Guildhall.
